He says 
Mr. Chamberlain is considered In Eng- 
land as having put the position of Great 
Britain during the recent crisis clearer 
and more explicitly than any other Brit- 
ish leader and liis words were better un- 
derstood by the other powers than the 
utterances of other ministers, Lord 
Strathcona docs not believe that Great 
Britain in her dcure to please the United 
States will do anything to coerce Can- 
add before the Washington commission 
or come to any arrangement prejudicial 
to Canadian interests.

THe Hastings mill 
site on the water-front, made purchase- 
able by the destruction of the lumber 
mills, 1ms been talked of in railway cir- 
cles as being eagerly sought after by 
litn Hill as a terminus, and engineers of 
lie roiul have been visiting Vancouver 
and Westminster, looking over the 
ground. The nature of the plans being 
prepared here are not known, but those 
in Westminster tire looking to the early 
construction of a bridge to span, the 
Eraser in front of Westminster city. If 
the Great Northern readies Westmin- 
ster proper from South Westminster, 
the- road will at once be pushed into 
Vancouver.

THE LOST MOHEGAN, 

Officers Were Not Seemingly Negligent 
When Terrible Mistake Ocenrred 
—Crew's Conduct Excellent. 

London, Nov. 25. — The inquiry into 
the circumstances of the loss of the At- 
lantic Transport lane steamer Mohegan, 
which was adjourned on November 12, 
was resumed yesterday. Quartermaster 
Judderj- testified that lie steered the Mo- 
hegan between the Isle of Wight, and 
Portland, the course being west, three- 
quarters north. He gave the same 
course to the man who relieved him at 
the wheel, It was impossible, he said, to 
light the oil lamps after the ship struck, 
as the lamp room was submerged. 

Quartermaster Juddery said he saw 
Captain Griffith come out of the wheel 
house at 4:15 p.m.; hi; also saw hint

Philippines Affair.

Washington, Nov, 25.— A special meet 
ing of the cabinet was bold at ten o'clock 
to-night The meetiiig was called by the 
President in order that his advisers might 
consider with him the adviceB received 
this evening from the American peace 
commisisoners at Paris. It is unUerstopa 
that the advices related to counter pro 
posals informally made to the American 
commissioners by the representatives on 
the commission of the Madrid govern 
ment. 

At the conclusion of the meeting which 
lasted only forty minutes, and was held 
in Uic parlors of the White House, Sec 
rotary of State Huy said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Tress that the 
nature of the advices was a matter that 
could not. be gone Into for publication 
:i I this time. After considering their 
contents the President had cabled the 
American commissioners mid reiterated 
liis former instructions. It is understood 
thai one point now in the negotiations 
thus far Mas raised relating to a modi 
fication of the terms submitted a few- 
days ago. 

Paris, Nov. 25.— Senor Montero Itios 

told a correspondent of the Associated 
press this evening that the Spanish 
peace commisisoners hint not yet decid- 
ed upon the answer to be given to the 
last American .memorandum. "We are 
considering the matter," he said, "in a 
conciliatory spirit, and are anxious to re 
establish friendly relations between the 
two countries. At the same time we are 
here to defend the interests and honor of 
Spain." 

Ln reply to an inquiry ns to whether 
there -was any truth in the report that 
the Spanish commisisoners had decided 
to accept the American offer of $20,000, 

000 for the Philippines, Senor Montero 
Itios, shaking his head, siiid: "No, no, 
The commission lias not yet decided oa 
its answer. What our reply will be 
can only be determined at a conference 
on Monday when we will discuss the 
matter with Hie Americans. We will 
follow the instructions that may he re- 
ceived from Madrid." 

London, Nov. 2(5. — The Paris corres 
pondent of the Standard says: "It is 
hinted that the delay in "the peace nego- 
tiations here is chiefly due to the irrita- 
tion of Senor Montero Itios, who wants 
to resign and has only consented to re- 
tain his membership En the Paris com- 
mission on u personal appeal by Senor 
Sagastu to his patriotism, the premier 
having assured liim that personal respon- 
sibility is in no wise involved. 

Berlin, Nov. 2,").— The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Berlinger Tage 
biatt says: "A Russian diplomatist in 
the course -of aa interview, has declared 

1 li:it Russia will not stir a linger to pre 
vent the United States from occupying 
the Philippines, but he said he was un 
able to conceal bis conviction that the 
injustice of America's attitude presaged 
the termination of the friendship which 
lias hfthcrto subsisted between Russia 
and the United States." 

THE MARCH OF GOLD. 

Assertions of Its Supremacy in Several 
Quarters During the Last 
Fiscal Year. 

Washington, Nov. 21. — In his annual 
report Mr. George E, Roberts, the direc- 
tor of the mint, says: "The most im- 
portant events of the fiscal year in the 
World of government finance have been 
the consummation of the long-planned 
resumption of specie payment by Russia 
in gold, the re-organization of the mone- 
tary system of Japan with gold as the 
standard, and the refusal of the govern- 
ment of India to co-operate with the 
governments of the United States and 
France in an effort to establish bimetal- 
lism' by international agreement." 

1A.NG LO-A M ERICA N FRIENDSHIP. 

Theme of Thanksgiving Banquet in 
London— Sir Edwin Arnold Gomes 
From Sick Bed. 

London, Nov. 24.— The Thanksgiving 
banquet of the American Society in Lon- 
don, which was held at the Hotel Cecil 
this evening, was a glorification of 
Anglo-American friendship. Three 
hundred Americans and their English 
guests sat at tallies under the entwined 
Hags of tlie two nations, 

Two notable speeches were made, one

The Sportsmanlike Stand. 
It is infinitely to the credit of the 
Victoria Lacrosse club that the veteran 
members of that organization, who have 
stood by the colors of thick and thin, 
were among the first yesterday to en- 
dorse the Colonist's censure upon the 
disgraceful scenes incidental to Thurs- 
day's match, more particularly with 
referenda to the ill-treatment of the 
visiting team. The best friends of la 
orosse feel keenly the ill-mannered ac- 
tion of the hoodlum ("lenient, and are 
most desirous that it shall not be taken 
as concurred in by the club or anyone 
connected with it. As to the possibility 
of a protest being lodged against the 
game being given to New Westminster, 
one of the Victoria officers of tin? match 
goes so far as to say that he does not 
think such action would be wise or sus- 
tained. At tiie time the match com- 
menced, the time-keepers were instruct- 
ed by Goth team captains to deduct the 
usual ten minutes for rests, and it was 
only after the expiration of the full 
playing time, on the conclusion of the 
seventh same, and when Victoria saw 
defeat facing them, that the point of 
order was raised as to the applicability 
of the new rules. On the other hand 
Mr. Geo. Colwell. who is the team cap- 
tain of the Victorias, denies emphatically 
that lie said anything in regard to tin; 
deductions for rest nt the commencement 
of the game. On the contrary, it was 
after the first short game that he went 
to the referee and insisted that the new 
five minute rule be applied. In opposi- 
tion it was argued that this rule had not 
been enforced before during the sason, 
and Mr. Colwell was moved to observe 
that it was not his fault it other field 
captains did not know their business.

A VACANCY IN ALBKllNI. 

Mr. Neill, M.F.I*. elect lor Albcrril, 
has resigned his seat in the legislature. 
The reason for his action is understood 
to be that he did some work for the gov- 
ernment after his election. This dis- 
qualified him from sitting in the house. 
The Times says it is a case of super-sen- 
sitiveness upon the part of Mr. Xeill. 
This Implies that in our contemporary's 
opinion Mr. Neill might have continued 
to act us a member, if he had not felt too 
delicate on. the subject. Unfortunately 
for thus view of Mr. Neill's action, the 
law lays down a very positive rule in 
•such cases. The law declares that if a 
member of the assembly becomes a party 
to any contract disqualifying him, his 
seat shall be vacated and a now writ 
shall issue as if he were naturally dead 
Mr. Neill would have subjected himself 
to a very heavy penalty if lie had occu- 
pied a scat in the house under the cir- 
cumstances, and he very wisely sent in 
his resignation when he found this out. 
Mr. Neill is therefore entitled to no par- 
ticular credit for what he has done. 
Doubtless he did not know that lie was 
violating the law. lie has ignorantly 
put the province to the expense of a new 
election. Most people will not think that 
this affords any reason why Mr. Neill 
should again be chosen to represent Al 
berni. A gentleman, who is so ignorant 
of the fundamental law of the province 
as not to know that a member-elect has 
no right to engage in a contract with the 
government, can hardly be said to be one 
who is lit for the position of representn 
live, whatever his good finalities may be 
in other directions. 



THE POLICY OF COWAKDICE. 

The determination of the party now in 
power in this province in local affairs 
is to stop free discussion. They have 
prepared the way for all manner of op- 
pression by declaring that the British 
constitution does not apply to this prov 
ince, and they propose to make their poli- 
tical opponents understand it. Their 
■course towards the Colonist and those 
•connected with it has been despicable in 
the extreme. On not a single occasion 
have they quoted an argument of this 
paper and endeavored to reply to it. 
They have persistently misrepresented 
the views of the paper on public ques 
Hons. They have wilfully attributed 
remarks and opinions to it. which it 
never expressed. They have ondeav 
ored in a contemptible underhand way 
to personally injure those whom they 
think are responsible for the articles ap- 
pearing in its columns. They have pub- 
lished in so many words that if the 
Colonist refers to certain matters of 
grave public concern, the private affairs 
of those connected with the paper will 
be discussed publicly in their papers, 
They have printed in their papers state- 
ments which they intended to work a 
personal injury to the writer, whose ar- 
guments they were unable to meet. They 
have appealed to prejudice, have dragged 
family matters into publicity; nothing 
has been sacred from their malign- 
ity. And now they threaten line 
and imprisonment for the exercise of 
Hie right of free speech, which in every 
British country is supposed to be the 
birthright of every man. 

Hitherto the Colonist hns not replied 
to these people as it might properly do. 
It has had too much regard for its own 
readers to inflict them with personal 
matters. It has a great, unwillingness 
1o magnify the paltry creatures, responsi- 
ble for this disgraceful guerrila warfare, 
by mentioning them even indirectly. That 
course it will pursue in future. When 
it ceases to be possible to discuss public 
questions in British Columbia .without 
descending to personal attacks upon the 
men who edit other newspapers, when it 
becomes necessary in order to counter- 
act open criticism of the public acts of 
public men to endeavor in an underhand 
way to injure the critics, when it is 
declared to be law that the court may 
prevent, a fair and open expression of 
opinion upon matters of grave public im- 
portance, the Colonist will cease to deal 
with public questions at all. 

In the meantime the Colonist proposes 
to define what it understands to be the 
law of free speech in a British country, 
and if is that there is no person in any 
public position whatever, from Her Gra- 
cious Majesty down to the humblest 
Official ip the Empire, whose public acts 
may not be freely discussed a I all times 
and in all places. If in such discussion 
false statements are made, the person 
making them is liable under the law. 
If improper motives are attributed, oilier 
than such as seem to a jury to be war- 
ranted by the ascertained acts, the per 
hou attributing such motives is liable to 
Lo punished for so doing. This is the 
rule by which the Colonist has squared 
its conduct in the past. It is the rule 
which holds good in all parts of the 
British Empire. The rule was well ex- 
pressed by the late Sir John Allen, 
Chief Justice of New Brunswick, when 
he said: "If a journalist thinks that 
the court or any member thereof has 
acted in a manner which calls for criti- 
cism, it is not only his right, but his 
duty, to direct- public attention to it. 
v TJiis right is one of the greatest safe- 
guards of public liberty." Ills remark 



POSTAL MATTERS. 

Eight days for a letter from Victoria 
to Rossland; as long a time requisite 
to carry a newspaper from Victoria to 
Whitewater as from New York to the 

line place; such difficulty in getting 
Victoria newspapers to the boundary 
line at the head of Lynn Canal that 
the agent doubts the expediency of try- 
ing to get them there, although Seattle 
papers go forward regularly. This is 
one morning's budget of complaint in re- 
gard to' the postal accommodation af- 
forded the people of British Columbia. 
It is a line showing indeed. If misman- 
agement could secure the Postmaster- 
General a title, British Columbia could 
afford sufficient grounds to make him a 
duke. 

Possibly Mr. Mitlnck does not know 
about these things. Possibly his subor- 
dinates keep him in ignorance of the 
Innumerable cases of complaint. Per- 
haps he is disposed to regard the Coast 
people as a complaining lot, and hence 
pays little attention to them. But we 
frankly admit that there is a limit to 
the number of matters which the head 
of a department can take under his per 
sonal observation, and that, he has not 
sufficient time at his disposal to read 
the newspapers for the purpose of find- 
ing out how many eases occur where 
the postal service is inefficient. But 
British Columbia has four representa- 
tives who are supposed to have, not only 
one, but both ears of the ministry. 
Surely they must know how badly the 
public are served. If they do not, they 
are alone in their ignorance. Either 
they do not know what everyone else 
does, or they know it and do not take 
the trouble to make representations to 
Ottawa on the subject, or they have 
made representations and their influence 
is not sufficient to have the matter set 
right. Which explanation are they de- 
sirous that the people of British Colum- 
bia should accept? 



deals with public servants. Mr. Fordo 
mining recorder at Bridge River, receiv- 
ed a notice of dismissal, giving him three 
days to vacate his office. He left us 
directed and came to- Victoria. When 
ho reached this city he was directed to 
return. It appears that the government 
had not been able to find a proper succes- 
sor. So Mr. Fordo procured the neces- 
sary provisions for a further stay at his 
official post, and returned. When he had 
been there two weeks, he received a sec- 
ond notice of dismissal, and a check for 
.$23.07 for his pay. This, the Standard 
says, is just about one-tenth of what it 
cost him to obey the order of the gov- 
ernment and return to his official duty. 
Can anything more indecent than this 
be conceived? 



THE DAWSON POST OFFICE. 

In the Klondike Nugget of October lii 
is a report of an interview between the 
committee of the Miners' Association 
and Mr. Ogilvie, in which the following 
paragraph occurs: 

Mr. Ogilvie was asked concerning the 
privileges given by Postmaster Harper 
to one Col. Wetherly, whereby the Col- 
onel was empowered to sort out of the 
government mail letters for his clients 
who were supposed to pay him upwards 
of $5 per month for the service. Mr. 
Ogilvie assured the committee that he 
had righted this wrong soon after his 
arrival in Dawson by cancelling all 
agreements of that nature which had 
been entered into by Postmaster Harper 
prior to his arrival. The allowing of 
private access to the mails to any indi- 
viduals whatever other than the regular 
employees was a wrong he could not al- 
low. ' Colonel Wetherly had no more 
rights at that, post office than anyone 
else of the thousands of citizens of 
Dawson. If people were still continuing 
to pay Wetherly for services ho could not 
perform they were fools and it was their 
own lookout. None but employees were 
allowed to handle the mail and no more 
privileges were given the Colonel than 
any other citizen. If the Colonel or any- 
one else presented properly signed orders 
on the mail clerks for the mail of people 
up the creeks it would bo given, but no 
quicKer to one than to another— at least 
ho didn't know of any favoritism and 
if such existed would like to be advised 
of it. 

The Colonist does not know who Col. 
Wetherly is. He may or'may not be a 
military personage and be entitled to be 
called "Col.", but this is immaterial. 
He certainly had what the people on the 
other side of the line call "a good graft." 
Whether he wis the only person who 
had one is not told; but the positive 
proof of this particular instance shows 
that there existed in connection with 
the Dawson post office a condition of af- 
fairs of an exceedingly scandalous na- 
ture. 



PROCEEDINGS EXTRAORDINARY 

"We print elsewhere to-day copies of a 
notice and affidavits, upon which a mo- 
tion is to be made to the Supreme court 
on Wednesday next. Public attention is 
invited to them. An effort is to lie made 
to use the Supremo court of this province 
as a means to prevent customary 
comment upon current events. It. 
will be observed that one of 
the affidavits states that public in- 
terest in the case is great and shows 
the whole question to be of a public 
character. A ruling is to be sought from 
the Supreme court that a newspaper may 
not in this province express an opinion 
upon a public question of this nature, 
as long as there is any kind of a legal 
proceeding pending which may bear upon 
it. Persons who have had an opportun- 
ity of reading many of the papers print- 
ed in the province will recall that the 
questions involved in the East Lillooet 
election case have been discussed at. 
great length by most of them. Early this 
week the News-Advertiser devoted a 
leading editorial to this case and inci- 
dentally to abuse of the Colonist for 
holding an opinion different from that 
held by it. 

The principle involved in the applica- 
tion is of greater public interest and 
importance than the determination of the 
right of the contestants to the seat for 
East Lillooet. It is not pleasant to be 
called upon to answer an application of 
this kind, but the Colonist fools that a 
groat responsibility rests upon it in the 
premises. The right of free discussion 
Is at stake. The duty of maintaining that 
right has fallen to the Colonist and wo 
shall endeavor to discharge it in a man- 
ner that will secure the press of British 
Columbia for all time to come at lenst 
an equal degree of freedom to that en- 
joyed by the press of any other British 
country. 

The Kamloops Standard giveH an il- 
lustration of the arbitrary and indecent 
manner in which the present government 



The Rossland Miner, commenting up- 
on the statement of the News-Advertiser 
to the effect that the opposition cannot 
cite a case where tin official had been 
dismissed without. cause, says: " Unless 
the World and the Colonist have bad 
memories, they will cite us a refutation 
of this the dismissal of Robert Thomp- 
son from his position as clerk in the 
provincial office at New Denver." The 
Colonist does nut propose to discuss any 
individual cases. To do so would lie 
unfair to the dismissed officials, unless 
their consent had been first obtained. 
The statement of the News-Advertiser 
is utterly indefensible. A number of 
persons, ladies and gentlemen, have been 
dismissed from the public service. No 
reason for their dismissal has been as- 
signed. Yet the News-Advertiser, 
edited by the Finance Minister, has the 
cruelty to allege that not one of them 
can be cited as a case where some good 
cause did not exist for the dismissal 
This is adding insult to injury, and if 
the Rossland paper correctly quotes the 
Vancouver paper, an explanation or 
apology is culled for from the latter to 
the people whom the government has 
soon fit to dismiss summarily from the 
Vublic service. 



There is a report that D. C. Corbin 
and his associates have received n permit 
from the local government to develop coal 
mines near Boundary Creek. Mr. Corbin 
is likely to be a winner in more ways 
than one by the lute political deal, if it 
only hints long enough. 

We regret to observe that both the 
Midway Advance and the Vernon News 
are indiscreet enough to have opinions 
regarding the election cases. 



The death of Keeley of motor fame has 
not excited much comment, though for 
years past lie has been at times more 
talked of than any contemporary. He 
appears to have had what may be called 
an inkling of some Important secret of 
nature, for it. is hardly conceivable that 
ho could have successfully deceived so 
many people for such a length of time. 
It was supposed that his secret had 
something to do with the laws governing 
vibration, That there is much to be 
learned regarding the potency of vibra- 
tion and the part it plays in many natur- 
al phenomena, is now admitted by all in- 
vestigators.

On the night of November IS a 
largo livery aad feed stable, situated in 
the centre of Skagway, was burned, to- 
gether with its contents, consisting of a 
winter's supply of hay and grain. Three 
horses were burned to death.

CUBA AND THE CUBANS. 

Dr. Charles N. Thomas Tells About 
Uncle'Sam's New Possession. 

"Cuba and the Cubans" is rather a 
large-sized subject to deal with in an 
hour and a half, so Dr. Charles X. 
Thomas in his lecture at South Bark 
school last night could only touch here 
and there on the general topics affecting 
that most interesting island. The lecture 
was in aid of the school library fund, 
South Park now boasting a very credit- 
able little collection of books. 

The lecturer was introduced by Mayor 
lied fern, who briefly referred to unhap- 
py Cuba's condition under the Spaniards 
and predicted as a result of the island 
coining under the care of the United 
States happy prospects of progress that 
ii year ago would have been impossible. 

Dr. Thomas, who has very eitective de- 
scriptive powers, opened his lecture by 
stating that it was with a view to find- 
ing out for himself the condition of 
things in Cuba that he visited that is- 
land a little over a year ago. He gave 
a good idea of Havana, as it. appeared 
at the time of his visit, people enjoying 
themselves, music in the park and to the 
stranger's eye looked the last place in 
the world where war and pestilence 
would rage. One of the greatest griev- 
ances that forced the Cubans to rebel- 
lion was over-taxation, one of the worst 
features of this being that - ninety per 
cent, of the immense revenue raised was 
not spent in the island at all, but was 
carried away to Spain. Every imagin- 
able thing was made an excuse for taxa- 
tion, the very letters on a business man's 
signboard being taxed. Another griev- 
ance was the imprisonment and banish- 
ment without trial of every person sus- 
pected of not being in sympathy with the 
Spaniards. The almost utter Jack of 
educational facilities was among the rea- 
sons why Cuba had not advanced. In 
one town of 5,000 people in Pinar del 
Rio the only school contained accommo- 
dation for but fifty children and that of 
the most meagre description. Now that 
Cuba was free the question arose, would 
the Cubans be lit to govern themselves'.' 
Dr. Thomas did not think so, that is 
he believed at present it was quite im- 
possible though perhaps in the course of 
teti years Cuba would be in a position 
where self-government was possible as 
under the new order of things the immi- 
gration from the United States and Bur- 
ope would be so great that the immi- 
grants would before long become num- 
erous enough to take the reins of power. 
To-day there were three classes of people 
in Cuba, the negroes, the native Cu- 
ban and the Spaniard. The colored popu- 
lation were far superior to the negro in 
the Southern States, both morally and 
intellectually, for they were built in a 
finer mould and did not originate in tlie 
same part of Africa. The native Cubans 
were all of pure Spanish descent. The 
native Cubun was a pleasant looking per- 
son and not at all warlike. The Spani- 
ards on the other hand were the most in- 
dustrious people on the island, lived econ- 
omically and saved up so that they could 
take their wealth home to Spain. These 
three classes do not mix. the Spanish and 
Cubans hate one another and because 
of these differences the people will be 
unlit for self-government for years to 
come. Tin; only solution was for the 
United States to establish a protectorate 
in the meantime. The lecturer was the 
man to whom the native using a prnmi- 
tive wooden plough similar to those in 
use 2,000 years ago in Palestine gave 
the well known reply: "My father and 
my grandfather anil his father before 
him used this kind of a plough and what 
was good enough for them is good enough 
for me." The lecturer gave some des- 
criptions of the sufferings from famine 
and fever in the island and which arc 
already familiar to all newspaper read- 
ers. He closed with a glowing account 
of the agricultural possibilities of tlie 
island.

If, as the Bishop says, it is 
Impossible to conceive of the body and 
spirit existing without one another, then, 
the spirit of the mummy does not exist, 
and will only bo brought back into exist- 
ence at the resurrection.

KITCHENER. — The splendid reception 
which Lord Kitchener, of Khartoum, re- 
ceived on his arrival In London on Thurs- 
day expresses, in some poor degree, the 
Immense pride which Is entertained by 
tho English people In himself personally 
even more than la his achievements, It 
was not only that he had brought on ardu- 
ous campaign to a successful finish; It was 
not only that lie had rescued the Soudan 
from dervish barbarism and given It hnck 
to civilization that roused our enthusiasm. 
These are great achievements undoubtedly; 
but what raised the acclaim to fever pitch 
was the feeling that In Lord Kitchener Eng- 
land had found n soldier of resource nnd 
of reserve power who would stand her in 
good stead In the hour of utmost need. 
For, to tell the truth, England is more 
than a little weary of the generals who 
advertise themselves, of the generals who 
are generals only on pay-day, of the gen- 
erals who conduct bloodless and fatuous 
campaigns With the assistance of Mr. Lip- 
ton. A real general, who can liglit, and 
win, and say little about It, is so rare that 
we were bound to give him a splendid cheer 
at the home-coming. 

OLD AGE PENSIONS.— NOW Zealand, the 
laboratory or social and political experi- 
ments, has this week definitely adopted a 
scheme of old age pensions. Already one 
member of the imperial parliament has 
slgnltJpd Ms Intention of going to the anti- 
podes til Study the operation of the net. 
Although, of eolirte, ? uo conditions which 
obtain in a taltl!;.- peoplea sixty-year-old 
colony jiUist be very different ffOiH those 
which exist In an old and crowded OiHllb 
try like Great Britain, the experiment will 
be watched with Immense Interest. In fu- 
ture the New Zealand worltlngmau of CT> 
years of age who has lived a life of honest 
toll will be assured an Income of XI a 
week. The New Zealand government, ac- 
cepting labor as the basis of national pros- 
perity, does not see why the worker should 
not be quite as fully entitled to some utute 
provision against poverty In old nse as a 
civil servant or other employee, Last week 
Sir Michael HlckB-Bencli ridiculed the Idea 
t'unt WO sbould be called upon to provide 
old age pensions for the dissolute and Idle. 
Who In his senses ever suggested that we 
should? New Zealand certainly will not 
do so, and If the trial she Is about to make 
Is successful some stronger arguments than 
those ruled on by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will be needed to prevent Great 
Britain from following In the footsteps of 
the colony.

RESERVED VESSELS.— A very valuable 
reserve of vessels is available for Eng- 
land, though not, perhaps, at very short 
notice, for the numerous small nnd fast 
passage bonis nnd mall steamers we pos- 
sess, which would be most useful for 
scouting in the channel and watching hos- 
tile torpedo craft. We have also a large 
number of ships being constructed for for- 
eign navies. Only tills week u large bat- 
tleship was launched for Japan on the 
Thames, while the Armstrong yard, Messrs. 
Vlckers and the Clyde yards are crowded 
with superb battleships, cruisers mid de- 
stroyers. At a word from Lord Salisbury 
nnd Mr. Goscliea these ships would he ours 
Olid they would he pressed forward to 
completion with an onegry nnd rapidity 
which would astonish the world. Bui, since 
to take them except In the hour of supreme 
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need would he ungenerous to the states for 
which they nre being built, and would be 
Injurious to our shipbuilding trade, this Is 
a measure that should be postponed to the 
very last. Still, there has been so much 
talk about the Inexpediency of building for 
foreign powers In England that It Is well to 
ulnd pessimists of the fact. Let us build 

• every one, because the more we build 

• foreign navies, the most dependent up- 
on us they will be, and the greater also will 
be our ultimate reserve. As to the present 
crisis, one may use the words of Pericles 

n a memorable occasion: "There Is no 
ause for despondency, but every reason 
or confidence." The French navy Is a 
vastly better forco than most Englishmen 
suspect, but it is heavily outnumbered; and, 
though it will not go down without a des- 
perate and heroic resistance, no expert 
can feci a doubt as to the result of u con- 
nect.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

Sir:— Will you kindly allow me a short 
space in your columns to point out a, 
few items in education that every man 
does not think about. Perhaps you don't 
know that out of every TOO young men 
only three go to school until they are 
IS years old. Now here something is 
wanted to keep the students at school. 
In Germany and oilier places the stud- 
ents in the technical institute or school 
devote the greater part, of their time to 
specific branches of industry they wish 
to follow. Then again five out of every 
hundred are prepared by education for 
business or profession; 95 have received 
a good education, but not fitted us in the 
case of some countries for the workshops 
where brains and mechanical skill should 
combine to make the country better by 
means of their hands. Again of every 
100 graduates of grammar schools eight 
only obtain their living in the profession 
unci 02 by means of their hands. This 
being the age of mechanical invention 
where skilled intelligent men lire -want- 
ed, something must be done to keep pace 
with the times anil other countries. The 
most important subject in any country is 
drawing for the skilled laborer, :m<l with 
n good ground knowledge a uiun can 
gain admittance to any trade or profes- 
sion, for the man that can draw simple 
plans, understands drawings and specifi- 
cations, in whatever sphere he trends, 
can command f ir more than his unfortu- 
nate brother who hns not had the same 
opportunity to take up drawing;, Draw- 
ing is the language of construction, nud 
the medium through which men execute. 
Then if we wish to make successful men 
we in list commence in the lowest grade 
in school ami gradually instil Into the 
mind and train the hands to dexterity 
nnd manual skill, while the eye must not 
be left for observation'. Now is the tune 
as the mind is more susceptible than it 
ever will be, nnd tin education early in 
life is a great start toward success 
Then follow cm in graduated form until 
the student ims reached the highest form 
in school, pass on into ttie technical in- 
stitute to learn the trade lie wishes to 
follow. Perhaps tho members of the 
trades union or council would favor man- 
ual training being taught but cannot see 
the way clear to forward such scheme. 
Well, everything must have 1 beginning 
nnd as procrastination is the thief of 
time no time is like the present. It is to 
be hoped thnt some influential men will 
bring their influence to the front and 
that, the youth of British Columbia may 
receive a proper training and stand oa 
an equal footing with other nations.

(JIVE DS OYER TO THE STATES. 

Sir:— Perhaps many of the readers of 
the Colonist have seen the P.-I. of Seat- 
tle of the 23rd, in which it gives a map 
of Southern Kootcnay and of the Am- 
erican railway lines proposed to he ex- 
tended into our country. There are 
three lines which propose to honor us 
-with their presence: Mr. Corbin'a eoni- 
Iiuny, the Great Northern ami the North 
Pacific. 

The audacity of the proposals of these 
lines is beyond conception. Mr. Corbin's 
scheme is conceived in a spirit of impu- 
dence which 1 could hardly credit a 
"sure thing" mini with attempting. His 
scheme is to enter Kootcnay about three 
miles, cross to the States unci cuter again 
about live miles and so on, in each euse 
tapping a mine, from which he means to 
take our gold quarts to he smelted iu 
the States. The modesty of the proposi- 
tion is amazing and recalls Mr. Corbin's 
former attempts, The first of these Wtts 
an application for a charter to -enable 
him to tap Kootenay for which lie cared 
little, as lie said, but he wanted by his 
charter power to construct a line to the 
coast. By all means, said the provincial 
legislature of the day, but Col. linker 
was put up to move the insertion of n 
rider to the charter, providing that ho 
shall begin concurrently nt either end 
of the proposed line and continue con- 
struction till h'is lines meet in the centre. 
It is needless to say he went no further 
with his application that session and 
never mentional again his ardent desire 
to give us a railway from Kootcnay to 
the coast. He has thrown off the clonk 
of pretense in this application tor this 
session. 

This may be the most barefaced at- 
tempt to take away our precious metals, 
but the application of the Great North- 
ern and North Pacific are of the snmd 
nature as that of the Corbin system. In 
each, it is an attempt to take our gold 
away without the freight being retained 
in the country, with as little residence in 
the country as possible and as little em- 
ployment of labor OB possible. It would 
be about as modest were the people of 
France to :isk to be allowed to enter the 
vaults of the Bank of England, to take 
away its gold and to give nothing for it. 

Some members of the provincial legis- 
lature ami of tho Dominion House may 
make the pretense that they menn to en- 
courage competition. If they do make 
the competition of these American rail- 
ways real. Let any of them construct a 
tlionsuiiu miles oC railway in British Go- 
lumbia, not merely tap n pocket of gold 
and tube it away to the States. I hear 
some idea of tn.v'ng the gold quartz 
which is not wc/ked in the country. 
That done by the province opens a ques- 
tion of law which it might take the privy 
council to settle, The simple way to 
retain the precious metnls of Southern 
Kooteanj for the owners, the people of 
Klltlsh Columbia, is to koep these three- 
mile American railways out of tile coun- 
try. When we have learned if the prov- 
ince can legally impose n royalty on 
qunrlz exported it may be time tMWigh. 
to consider whether we curt dft with 
three-mile railways from the States. I 
am informed some members of the pro 
viaciol us well as tho .Dominion legisla 
tare nre favorable to thv American pro- 
gramme. If any of them arc either min- 
isters or private members I would like 
to BCC them face a Victoria or Vancou- 
ver meeting cm the question.
